Now then it 
you doe not Jamentit, and punith tt, 
and reproue it, and in your owne ex- 
amplesauoid it, how can you anſwere 
it? Looke, I pray you, whether God 
will take it at your hancs, by the ex- 
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Lamentations oner the Dead, 4; 
vpon.Lhab in that caſe of omiſſion, 
Becauſe (faith God) thou haſt let Benha- 
aad goe,when thos ſhoulde#t hane ſmitten 
bim.thy tife ſhall goe fer his,2.King.chap. 
20. verſ, 42. O draw therefore that 
- | fword of Iuſtice, let itnot ruſt inthe 
ſcabbard ; donor rattlethe poore that 
offend, and afterwards. ariſe vp vnto 
the rich, and bend, when they are in. 
the ſamefinne : No. remember thou 
muſt not favour the perſon of the 
poore, nor reſpec the perſon of the 
rich ; but remember who is offended, 
God; and remember who will not be 
pacified,vntil 70zas be flung ouer bord. 
Now therfore dallie not with him, leſt 
our great ſhip,l meine the wholeland,; 
and our beſt wares, I me2ne the word 
of God;and our deareſt liucs, with all 
the reſt of the tackle ſhould proue in 
danger, euen for the ouer much con- 
| niuencieand pitic ſhewed vnto them, 

who remaine incortigible, inconuer- 


1 | tible,and may hereafter proue as into- 
* D lerable. 
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lerable. Be affetedtherefore with this 
you Magiſtrates, & Rulers, ſhew your 
zcale for Gods glory, and you your 
ſckies thus diſcharging yourduty,ſhall 
reape of the Lords mercy. 

3- The third inſtruction is to teach 
them.that ſhould tezch others, whom 
I cal Danias Mouthes,cuen godly Mi- 

' niſters : If they ſhould not mourne for 
the fIinnes of thepeople, it were very 
ſtrange > it they ſhould not reproue 
fiane,it were much to be wondredat; 
and if they them(ſclues ſhould not a- 
uoide finne, it were as much to bee 1a- 
mented? Theie are the lights of the 
world, and therctore inuſt needs re- | 
proue the workes of darkeneſle , theſe | 
 arethe Lords rrumpetrers, and there- 
fore muſt needs ſound forth his praiſe: 
If theſe men ſhould hold their eyes 
from weeping, their mouthes from 
ſpeaking, their hearts from throbbing |

isdiſhonoured, the very ſtones of the 
ſtreete 
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ſtreet might riſe vp in indgement a- 
oainſtthem. But how wofull is the [a- 
mentation, that may bee taken vp for 
want of lJamecntation by theſe ren? 
whoſe eycs ſhould guſh out with 
teares, whoſe monthes ſhould reproue 
finne both in ſcaſon, & out of ſeaſon, 
2.Tim.chap. 4. veil. 2.and yetthere is 
that altum ftlentinm,as it may be enqui- 
red wherethe Scers are,and where the 
ſpeakers are, that ſhouid open their 
mouthes againſt theſe finnes. There 
_ arediuers diſeaſes crept in amongſt vs, 
which turne toa kind of pippe, inthe 
mouthes of many of vs ; ſome of vs 


haue gags in our mouthes, and thoſe 


cannot pronounce ones word, they 
may be fairereaders,but I am ſure they 
are ng ſpeakers in Gods Paritament. 
houſe heere on catth, which 1s his 
Church : yetbleſſed be Gad;this euill 
beginneth tobee taken away in many 
laces, and moſt Churches better fur. 


niſhed of late,then euer they were be- 
D 2 fore: 
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fore : othcrſome of vs haue Cankers 
19 our mouthes, and they haue fore 
throtes, through a kinde of deſuctude 
and ccflation of ſpeaking ; this diſeaſe 


beginneth commonly on one fideof 


the mouth, butin time turneth about 
vnto the other ſide, there are very 07 
reſidentes, that can finde out the cauſe 
of this, for it 15 ſoſorea Canker, that 
they of all men are lorhto touchit ; yet 
trucitis, thatthis Canker, or Cancer, 
devovreth morethe would feruetwo 
or three. and io ceafethnot to feed as 


long as any matter may be applied vn- 


to it: this inders their pronuntiation, 


and makes them paſſe ouer a multi- }! 
tude of finnes in their brethren, leſt 


their owneſhould come in queſtion. 


This cuill werethe leffe dangerous, if |

both in reſpe& of their dignitics, and *

plus : who without ſome extraordina- | 
ry meancs cannot maintaine their ſtu- ]

ralities ſhall bee conferred vpon them) 
whoare not able to ſtand in tie gap,

_ our dumb Miniſters, who are notable 


to watch ouer ſoulcs,nor able to make 
laments, or t9 ſhead moaning teares 
for the people; when theſe ſhall dip 
their feetin oyle, and thus eate vp the 
fatof theearth, it is noſmallfinne in 
themſclues, nor no little gricuance 
to others: but moſt of the fault is in 
Gehazs; for E/iſha did not conſentthat 
Gehazi(hould runne for his change of - 


\ raiment, and two talents of filuer for 
the young men, 2. King. chap. 5. but 
| Gehazzgetsit by a lic, and forged de- 
| uice: & ſonoqueſtion thereare cour- 
! ſes of the like nature taken, to make 
| ſomemencapable of pluralities, who 
2 aremore fit to keepe ſheepe, then to 
- feede the flocke. Letvs therefore take 
{ 1tto heart,that deſire tobe faithful dif- 
| penſersofthe Goſpellof Chriſt Teſus : 
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Lervsbegricued toheare, and fee wic- 


ked me grieue the good fpiritof God, 


let vs of all men bee free fromirour 
ſelues, and ſo we ſhall bee the firter ro 
reproue others. But yer there is ano- 
ther complaint to be made againſt our 
felues, who ought ro bee Danids 
Mouthes: for as the firſt ſort haue gags 
in their mouthes, and ſo cannot ſpeak: 
&a ſecond for: have Cankers in their 
mouthes,and will not ſpeake : ſo there 
is athird ſort, who haue ſugar pelicts 
in their movries, and fpeake ſo {weet- 


ly, that they will diſcouer themſelves 


ſo plaincly, as thatthe whole congre- 
gation ſhall beare witneſle they can 


acentia, wherein they ſo excell, that 
Apelles himſelf could neuer paint more 


lively thenthey. Alas, my brethren, is © 
_ this the way to gaine ſoules* is this 
the way to bring men outof darknes, 

and ſhadowes of death? no ſurely,this 
will nurſe them in finne, and hold a *

difſemble. Their common place is | 
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candle totheir tranſgrefſion; and ther- 
foreif euer wee will doc good inthe 
Church of God, let vs take example 
from Dauid,by weeping for the ſinnes 
of the people, & by reprouing of their 
finnes,without reſpeR of perſons, leſt 


faces,and can to day frowne vpon fin, 
and to morrow can laugh atthe ſame : 
and this ſhall ſaffice for our iaſtruQi- 
on, who are appointed by God to in- 
ſtcuR others.
